1 . GUAM - 


FOLLOWING LAST-MINUTE NEGOTIATIONS NOV. 14, THE 
COSPONSORS OF THE TWO DRAFT RESOLUTIONS ON GUAM AGREED TO A 
CONSENSUS FORMULA. AFTER THE VOTE, NUMEROUS DELEGATIONS 
REPRESENTING A BROAD GEOGRAPHIC SAMPLING EXPRESSED CON- 
GRATULATIONS ON THE OUTCOME OF THIS YEAR'S GUAM DEBATE. 

THE ASEANS IN PARTICULAR WERE PLEASED NOT TO HAVE BEEN PUT 
ON THE SPOT IN A CONTENTIOUS VOTE. FORRESTER (AUSTRALIA) 

THOUGHT THAT "ENSHRINING" ACCEPTABLE COMMITTEE OF 24 LAN- 
GUAGE IN A GA RESOLUTION ON GUAM WAS A MAJOR SUCCESS WHICH 
SHOULD CONTRIBUTE TO A SUCCESSFUL OUTCOME OF NEXT YEAR’S 
COMMITTEE OF 24 AND GA CONSIDERATION OF GUAM. DUBEY (INDIA)
